February 18, requesting our interpretation of a footnote appearing be- 
noath the appreprintion for the Surplus Food Commoditivs Division of - 
the Departmont of Administration and Control in chapter 39» Laws 19556 
The footnote rvuads as follows; 


"Authority is heruby civen to utilize so much as 
may be necessary of the balance accunulated as 
of Juno 30, 1955 or any surplus accumulating dur. 
ing tho fiscal years 1956 and 1957 within this 
subdivision, to efficiently operate this division 
without the use of any othor state funds.* 


You ask whether you should restrict paye 
monts to tho total of each line item in the appropriation unless trans- 
fors from bslanco and surplus are authorised by the Comptroller or whether 
the footnote cives you the right to honor all manifests oresented for payee 
mont fcr any purpose as long es the balance and accumulated surplus is not 
excocded. 


It 1s tho opinion of this office that a 
munifest exceedinga line item in the appropriation should not be honored 
unloss a transfer or allocation of furnis has boen mide by the Comptroller 
on authorization of Governor and Council as provided in RSA 9:17.
